Thursday there can'be no general re- 
duction of income tax rates until the

All talk;of lessening the tax burden 


is idle while 85 per cent of the gov- 
ernment's' expenses continue to go to- 
ward paying for past wars and keep- 
ing prepared in case of future wars'. 


That summary of the situation re- 


garding,the outlook-for a revision of 
the revenue laws was,made today by; 
Representative Green of Iowa, the' 


next chairman of the ways and means 
committee. 
Little could be or.should be lopped 


off the 15 per cent of government ex- 
penses that now goes for the upkeep 
of the civil establishment, in Green's 
opinion. Even a big cut iu present 
army and navy costs, which consti- 
tute 20 per cent of the entire govern- 
ment expenses, would not enable con- 
gress to make a general downward 
revision of taxes, he believes. , 


Green has been in conference with 


high treasury officials regarding the 
clarifying and simplifying provisions 
in the present revenue law, but he 
knows of no program under consider- 
ation by the administration for tax 
revision, or any substitute for income 
taxes, such as the sales tax.

An empty chloroform 
bottle and a wad of cotton saturated 
with the anaesthetic law nearby.

Charles A. Norris, chief medical ex- 
aminer, pronounced it a "plain case 
of murder," and said that two men 
probably took part. 


One of them held the beautiful 


artist's model's arms locked behind 
her while the other pressed the chlo- 
roform soaked cotton to her mouth 
and nose. The girl struggled and was 
partly out of the bed when she finally 
succumbed. 


One of the most tangible clues is a 


gutta percha comb, such as men carry 
in their vest pockets.

Attorney General Spillman upon re- 


ceipt of a copy of Judge W. A. Dil- 
worth's decision reaffirming his order

going to be done it should be done at 
once. He called their attention also 
that in either case the guaranty fund 
was liable for the losses, whether they 
paid the above amount to the Citizens 
State bank, and let them handle the 
matter, or whether they paid it out as 
a loss on the closing up of the Citi- 
zens State bank, for which no re-- 
ceiver has as yet been appointed. 


None of this discussion appears in 


the written order of the judge. The 
attorney general takes the ground 
thai the manner in which the attempt 
was made to liquidate the Holdrege 
State bank and the contract between 
that bank and the Citizens State bank 
are not in accordance with law gov- 
erning liquidation of banks.

mersheim, a French troop train col- 
lided with a freight near that city. 


In addition to the forty soldiers re-

No person^ were allowed to 
approach the wreckage and details 
were unobtainable.' 


From vantage points outside the 


cordon, however, it could be seen that 
many cars in the troop train had 
telescoped. 


Crisis Before U. S. 


WASHINGTON, March 17.— Ger- 


many has officially laid her case in 
the Ruhr crisis before the United 
States government, it was learned 
authoritatively today. 


A communication from the Berlin 


government outlining a general way 
how far Germany is willing to go to 
bring an end to the Rush occupation, 
was placed before Secretary of State 
Hughes last night by the German em- 
bassy here. 
While neither Secretary .Hughes 


nor Counsellor Dieckhoff of the Ger- 


'would 
this communication is the explanation 
of the recent cloud of conflicting re- 
ports from Europe of secret negotia- 
tions between Berlin and London^to 
bring about settlement in the Ruhr." 
The same exposition of Germany's 
position has been laid before the 
British^ government. The real object 
of Germany's action is to start nego- 
tiations which will end the Ruhr 
occupation with the United States and 
Great Britain playing the roles of 
peacemakers . 


Germany is anxious to end the 


occupation, but at the same time In 
presenting her 
cause to the two 


governments she is showing no will- 
ingness to surrender to the French 
demands. 
But she is expressing a 


willingness to negotiate the repara- 
tions question and is indirectly in- 
viting the British and American 
governments to take the lead in this 
matter. 


No Specifications. 


It was learned that the note handed 


to Secretary Hughes did not specify 
any definite reparation 
settlement 


which Germany is willing to pay to 
end the' occupation, nor does it spe- 
cifically demand'the withdrawal of the 
French and Belgian troops as a 
prerequisite to negotiations. 


Whether Hughes will feel -war- 


ranted in communicating, the text or 
sense of the German statement to 
French Ambassador Jusserand is a 
question, but there undoubtedly wib. 
be some conversations concerning the 
subject. 
PARIS, March 17. — Germany's pro- 


posal for "peace" in the Ruhr valley, 
according to Pertinax and other well 
informed authorities her, is as fol- 
lows: 
1— Withdrawal of allied engineers 


and officials from the valley. 


2 — French troops to remain until 


settlement has been reached. 


C — Such settlement to be based on a 


permanent agreement with regard to 
coal 
deliveries, 
and 
payment of 


reparations, the latter to be financed 
by international loans. 


The Parisian newspapers say that 


the offer is not likely to be accepted.

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., March I~.—The 


jury in the case of Miss Fannie Hope 
against Elmer E. Fans of Fairbury, 
Xeb., 
returned a verdict awarding the 


plaintiff $900 punitive damages and 
?100 actual damages. 


Attorney Allan May, for the defense 


in the 175,000 damage-libel suit of 
Miss Fanny Hope of itaryville, Mo., 
against Elmer E. Faris of Fairbury, 
declined to submit any testimony for 
his clien* when the plaintiff had rested 
late Wednesday, and argued to the 
court that at the time the letters com- 
plained of by the plaintiff were written i 
by Faris roncemmg Miss Hop 3, they 
were married and that therefore a 
libel suit between husband and wife 
cannot be brought. They also con- 
i ended that the letters were not pub- 
lished and that they did not damage 
Miss Hope. 


At the opening of the trial by the 


defense demurrers filed by the 
de- 


'fendant against that part of the peti- 
tion charging libel in accusation of 
larceny and immorality were sus- 
tained by Federal Judge Reeves. The 
suit originally comprised three counts 
and $25,000 was demanded on each 
count. 
Sustaining of the demurrers 


left onl ythe 
libel charge resulting 


from alleged accusations of perjury. 


Miss Hope testified at length on her 


behalf. She related the story of her 
life before, during and after her mar- 
riage to Faris, saying she first met 
Faris while she was teaching school. 
In her classes were seven of Faris' 
children by a former marriage. After 
their marriage they lived for a time 
on Faris' farm near Fairbury, follow- 
ing an eight months' honeymoon on 
the Pacific coast She is now living 
with her invalid mother, seventy-six 
years old. Miss Hope is a large 
woman of dignified appearance, was 
dressed entirely in black and seemed 
much embarrassed. 


In her petition she alleged Faris 


charged her with larceny of $1,000 in 
war savings stamps and an insurance 
policy.

Lawyer Insists Truth Is Always 


Complete Defense in a Civil 


Action for Damages and 


Asks Such Buling. 


The supreme court is asked, in a 


brief filed Saturday, to hold that the 
truth is a complete defense to a civil 
action for libel. 
The state constitu- 


tion says that all actions, civil and 
criminal, the truth, when printed from 
good motives and for justifiable ends, 
frees fihose who print it from any lia- 
bility. H. F. Rose, who appears for 
the World Herald, H. E. Newbranch, 
its editor, and B. F. Sylvester, its city 
editor, maintains that this constitu- 
tional provision is merely a limitation 
upon the legislature, and that it is not 
necessary for his clients to show that 
good motives and justifiable ends 
were back of their printing what 
Thomas B. Murray objected to so long 
as it was true. 
Murray was assistant city prose- 


cutor at a time when the city of 
Omaha was in the throes of a^blg city 
election battle. 
The World-Herald 


was championing the Dahiman ticket 
and the News the Button ticket. 
Murray was backing the latter group. 
He caused the arrest of a number of 
men he said were floaters and 
x who 


had been planted in various wards for 
the purposes of fraud and corruption. 
Thereupon the •World-Herald 
went 


after him, accusing him of using his 
position to terrorize poor, men who in- 
tended to vote for Mayor Jim and to 
scare them away from the polls. 


Murray sued for $50,000 damages, 


and a jury gave him $2,000. 
The 


World-Herald pleaded that what it 
said was true; that Murray had given 
an interview to his friendly news- 
paper saying a few prosecutions 
would bluff out thousands of fraudu- 
lent voters, and that its _ editorial, 
news story and cartoon were based 
on this statement, which it assumed 
to be true, which the man who got it 
swore was true and that as it 
appeared in a friendly paper and 
Murray had not Jenied it, its defense 
was complete.

which affirmance hangs it whether the 
fact that what is published is true Is 
a complete defense and that only

Ten days later the Irish free 
state bill passed its third reading, in 
the house of lords, became an act and 
received royal assent. 


Peace -with Ulster followed within 


three days, Michael Collins and Sir 
James Craig signing an 
armistice 


agreement. Its troubles with the north 
at an end, the free state struggled 
into being, harassed 
by insurgents 


who followed Eamonn de Valera in 
open rebellion. 
At that time there 


were two outstanding 
figures, 
not 


counting de Valera, on either side— 
Michael Collins and Arthur Griffith, 
mainstays of the free state; Erskine 
Childers, "brains" of the rebels, and 
Rory O'Connor, tiery military leaders. 
All are dead. Griffith died of a sud- 
den illness and within a month Mich- 
ael Collins -was assassinated. Since 
that time O'Connor and Childers have 
been caught and executed. 


The free state government today Is 


confident it has the situation better in 
hand than at any time since its es- 
tablishment. 
Rebellion 
is 
being 


steadily stamped out. 


Only Eamonn de Valera, will o' the 


wisp "president of the Irish republic" 
remains at large. With his eventual 
capture or flight from the country, 
President Liam Cosgrave is confident 
an era of peace and prosperity will be 
born out of Erin's troubles.

OME ailments are persistently hidden from the 
doctor.

Problems of the Aerial. 


VI—The "Two-Man" Aerial. 


With new aerial Installations multi- 


plying by the dozen in every neighbor- 
hood of every city almost overnight it 
has become a common problem now 
how two people who live near each 
other can put up aerials In the simpl- 
est way and combine their outfits. 


This is particularly the case where 


people live in rows of houses in the 
city and where their back yards join 
each other. In this case It Is usually 
the simplest matter for each man to 
put up an aerial mast on the front of 
his house and then divide the aerial 


way, 
It Is much wiser to use a dead 


section In the middle, and this sec- 
tion should be at least ten feet long 
and should contain from three to Jive 
Insulators, 
and 
these 
insulators 


should not be the little ones which are 
only an inch or two long, but should 
be the corrugated kind and should be 
at least six liJches long each. 


The Illustration shows two types of 


aerials built on this idea. 
The pic- 


tures show only the middle part, be- 
cause It is not necessary to show the 
masts, as these have been very thor- 
oughly covered In past articles. 


These illustrations show the best method of dividing a double aerial instal- 


lation so that one aerial will not interfere with the other.

fectly possible to use this

idea, but the single insulator in be- 
tween the two aerials is not sufficient 
division to keep them from interfer- 
ing with each other, especially if both 
people are using bulb sets. As I have 
said many times in these articles, a 
bulb set when tuned quite sharply re- 
radiates the signals which it ia re- 
ceiving and thifi re-radiation is likely 
to affect any nearby aerial. 


While this re-radiation is usually 


felt only with aerials that 'are quite 
near and more or less parallel with 
the original aerial, it can, if there is 
more than one bulb in the set, be a 
nuisance to any nearby aerial, no mat- 
ter what its direction. 


Therefore, in installing two aerials 


on the same pair of masts in this 


The upper Illustration is perfectly 


simple, because it has to deal with 
two single wire aerials. This should 
be attempted only where there Is a 
space of more than 200 feet between 
the masts and where each separate 
aerial can be at least 100 feet long. 


If the space for each separate aerial 


is less than 100 feet, it will be very 
well worth while to make two wires 
each. The installation then becomes 
the one shown in the lower illustra- 
tion. The dead end which divides the 
two should here be as near ten feet 
long as is possible, and there should 
be a weight of some kind hung on a 
bridle of four ropes, one from the end 
of each of the two spreaders. This 
weight should hang as low as possi- 
ble. Its object is, of course, to keep 
the aerial from swinging around in 
the wind and twisting. This weight 
will also prevent the aerial 
from 


swaying np and down in the wind, as 
an installation of this length is very 
likely to do. This swaying up and 
down is a very decided detriment to 
good tuning, and I will deal with this 
phase of the subject in a future ar- 
ticle.

Claims That Citizens State of Hold- 


rege Is Not Insolvent and That 


It Won't Be When Funds 


Collected. 


The State bank of Omaha, enjoined 


a few days ago by the supreme court 
at the request of the attorney general, 
filed answer Saturday alleging that 
the state had no right to interfere 
wih the bank's sale of collateral held 
by it as security for a note of $75,000 
owingby .the Citizens State bank of 
Holdrege, which recently was taken 
over by the department of trade and 
commerce. 


The bank denies that the Citizens 


is insolvent or that it will have to be 
liquidated thru a receivership. 
It 


says that no receiver has been ap- 
pointed, and that if the guaranty fund 
pays the sum ordered by the court 
to be paid to the Citizens State, rep- 
resenting a claim of $187,000 because 
of the fact that the Holdrege State 
bank, which it took over, lacked that 
amount of paying depositors' claims, 
the bank will be able toagain open for 
business. 


It is averred that the department of 


trade and commerce was notified by 
the State bank of Omaha of its inten- 
tion to sell the collateral at public 
auction, that the fact was given wide 
publicity and that the department 
made no objection. The defendant 
says it had a right to assume that this 
manner of realizing on its loan to the 
Citizens was satisfactory; that a~num- 
ber of bankers were present to bid and 
that par would have been realized on 
njnst of the notes. It was the inten- 
tion of the bank to offer first the best 
collateral, and to return the remainder 
to the Citizens bank after it had sold 
$70,000 or ?75,000 worth. 


Objection is made that the action of 


the state of Nebraska in interfering 
was a gross injustice to the bank, and 
that it will result in a lessened total 
for the collateral when finally sold. It 
is insisted that the date set for the 
sale was the most opportune tiir* for 
disposing of the notes, and a Depre- 
ciation in value has followed. 
Many 


of the notes are due, and makers de- 
sire to renew, and the situation gen- 
erally was most favorable then for a 
sale. Dismissal of the suit is asked.

GIRL'S HEAD_ON PENNY 


Kansas Student Declares His An- 


cestress Was "Indian Head" 


on 0ns Cent Piece. 


McPHERSOX, Kas., March 17.— 


That the engraving on the pennies 
used for scores of years before the 
Lincoln penny, is not the portrait of 
an Indian, as commonly believed, but 
that of a twelve-year-old girl, was 
claimed in a statement by Samuel 
Maust, a student at-McPherson college 
here. 


Maust traces his ancestry back to 


continental days, and the story of the 
engraving of the dies which the first 
"Indian head" penny were made, is 
one of the traditions of his family, he 
said. 


According to information given by 


Maust the engraving on the coin was 
the work of James Barton Longacer, 
who was chief engraver at the Phila- 
delphia mint from 1828 to 1840. In 
the year 1835 a contest was opened for 
sketches and engravings for the na- 
tional 1-cent piece. Longacer sketched 
the face of his 
twelve - year - old 


daughter Sarah, it was accepted and 
the engraving was placed on the 1-cent 
piece then used, which was about the 
size of the present-day 25-cent coin.

In consonance with our theory that no man's opinion 


Is worth very much about a matter that he doesn t

suggefatlon of Regent Bates that the normal college 
expenses could be materially decreased if the last two 
years of the teacher training courses were given at
